Her diamond ring was miss- 
ing after the murder. The State main- 
tains there was no burglar, but that the 
rings were taken frofn her hands after 
she was slain, to strengthen an alibj 
and story of burglary. Dr. McGlothian 
assisted in the autopsy on the body of 
Mrs. McDaniel. 

Crowd in the Aisles. 

The courtroom, at its opening this 
morning, was filled, and dozens stood in 
aisles and hallways. McDaniel sat in 
the center of his famſly row. and Mrs. 
Luke Moss, in deep mourning, and her 
daughter, Aileen,.mother und sister of 
the slain woman, had seats beside At- 
torhey-General Barker. 

After Dr. McGlothlan read the report 
of the autopsy, he described in detail 
the wounds that brought death.

The logwood bubble for dyestuffs 
burst. Men bought the timber at $110 a 
ton, whereas formerly it had never cost 
more than $7. Then freight rates jumped 
from $3 to $25, the purchase price fell 
to $18 and the importers were out of 
pocket. 

Owners of the wood are concealing 
their identity. The prediction now is 
made that prices never will reach a fig- 
ure at which the investors can ‘make a 
profit.

LONDON, Nov, %.—Sir George Salt-

RECORD FLIGHT 


Girl Aviator Lands at Gover- 
nor’s Island After Morning 
Trip From Binghampton. 


USED SMALL MACHINE 


Set New American Mark of 590 
Miles Without Stop by Jour- 
ney to Hornell, N. Y. 


NEW YORK, Nov. %.—The record- 
breaking airplan flight of Ruth Law, 
begun yesterday in Ghicago, ended at 
Governor's Island here at 9:40 a. m. to- 
day, after stops at Hornell and Bing- 


hamton, N. T. The final 152 miles from 
Binghamton to this city was covered 
this morning in 2 hours and 20 minutes, 
and the entire journey, 332 miles in an 
air line, in the actual flying time of 
§ hours and 1 minute 

The girl left Binghamton at 7:20 a. m. 
with perfect weather and no wind. Miss 
Law flew away at an altitude of 5000 
feet and at a rate of 100 miles an hour. 
She announced that she planned another 
flight soon in à larger biplane. 

Miss Law was greeted on her arrival 
at Governors’ Island by Major-General 
and Mrs. Leonard Wood, who vongrntu- 
lated her on her achievement. She was 
considerably chilled and was taken to 
the house of one of the ofticers at the 
post. She said she had to fly much :ow- 
er than sho wanted to, on account of rhe 
haze. | 
Breask Distance Record. 

Miss.Law shattered all American long- 
distance aviation records for a single 
flight, bettering by about 100 miles the 
record made by Victor Caristrom on 
Nov. 2, when she flew yesterday from 
Chicago to Hornell, N. T., 590 miles on 
an airline, without a stop. 

It was the cause of remark among 
those who examined her machine hee 
that its structure was such us to expose 
her to-the air more than is the case in 
most modern airplanes. The pilot's seat 
is placed on a projection at the front 


of the machine, go that the aviator gets 


the full force of the wind. : n 

The machine used by Vivtor Caristrom 
on his flight Nov. 2 was of the Fusillage 
type, in the cockpit of which he was 
snugly protected from the wind. 

Previously Miss Law had never made 
a single flight longer than 25 miles. Her 
machine, an eight-cylinder Curtiss bi- 
plane of 110-horsepower, has a spread 
of wings of 28 feet, less than half that 
of the one Caristrom used. It was not 
especially designed for the occasion. 

„J would have been in New York if it 
hadn’t been for the fact that I lost 
more than an hour and a half at Chi- 
cago,” Miss Law said at Binghamton. 

„From Chicago to Cleveland I took 
the air line, following no railroad, but 
steered by the compass. My compass, 
you know, was the one which Lieut. 
Cyril Porte brought to this country two 
years ago for the transatlantic biplane 
‘America,’ but which he never used. 
My compass bearings were written on a 
sheet of paper which was sewed to the 
gauntiet of my glove. I passed directly 
over Cleveland and, mantaining an al- 
titude which varied between 5000 and 
5800 feet, headed for Erie, Pa. I didn't 
go over this city, but steered to the 
south for Hornell. Everything was go- 
ing smoothly, but I knew that I was 
getting no help from the wind, and 
that my gas was getting low. 

Two miles from Hornell I knew that 
I would have to stop. My gas had given 
out and there was only one thing to 
do—to glide down into Hornell and 
make the best landing I could. 

The trip from Hornell to Binghamton 
was not difficult, but darkness was com- 
ing on. Possibly I could have made 
Port Jervis, but it didn’t seem best to 
take the chance. I’m usually cautious, 

“The trip hasn't tired me much, ex- 
cept that when I got out of the machine 
here the muscles of my arms were a 
little numb. Flying is Uke running an 
automobile—the more you do it the more 
you want to do it. I simply can't keep 
away from it. I wanted to fly the first 
time I saw my brother jump from an 
naeroplane.

LONDON, Nov. 2.—How bombs were 
dropped on the great Krupp gun works 
at Essen, Germany, is told by Lieut. 
Daucourt, one of two French flyers, who 


asserts that the task was simple and 
gives extracts from his diary to prove 
it. Ne was accompanied on the hazard- 
ous undertaking by Capt. Beauchamps. 
The diary says: : 

“ll a. m.—My friend Beauchamps has 
just gone and I followed two minutes 
later. One thousand yards up, 2000, 3000, 
we keep on getting higher and higher 
The weather is clear, with just a few 
clouds over 9000. The air is distinctly 
cold. We continue going round and 
round, meeting every few seconds some 
friendly planes which either go toward 
the Boches’ lines or return from there. 
At last we reach the proper height, get 
néarer each other, exchange a few sig: 
nals when flying ‘side by side at 60 
yards from one another, and we go 
straight over the lines toward Germany. 

“At first orientation is easy. There is 
® yellowish sone without any vegetation 
where the earth has been plowed by 
Milllions of shells, burying the living and 
throwing out the dead. Broken lines run 
here and there. They are various 
trenches or ways or communication. All 
this district is marked by thousands 
upon thousands of craters, which come 
out with uncanny clearness. The opaque 
fog or smoke shows there must be an 
artillery fight in ;rogrees, but I don't 
hear anything. My engine, going beauti- 
fully, makes a devil of a row. 


Over the German Lines, 

„ m.-1 p. m.—Full over the Boches’ 

lines. We are seen and the anti-aircraft 
guns start a curtain fire, a little for- 
ward but too high, while puffs of the 
r make a line of smoke which I 
have got to cross. Soon the shots be- 
come more and more numerous, Three 
hundred shots, at least, must have been 
fired in a few minutes’ time. 
“ “After a time I get right into the 
smoke of the bursting shells and I can 
hear pieces of steel whistle near, very 
near. Oh, a Boche gunner rectifies his 
range, but he is too low now. So I go 
higher still and I pass. 

“Where is my friend? I cannot see 
him. Has he been brought down? Has 
he changed his line? A little under me I 
can see a big yellow plane with black 
crosses. It's a Boche. Another one fol- 
lows very near. The distance between 
us is about 600 fee& but they are much 
slower than I am. 

“Shell I engage them in a fight? It is 
really very tempting. But, no: Essen 
is my only target, and I have no right 
to compromises my pressing engagement 
and the success of cur raid. I open my 
engine right out and soon lose my ag- 
gressors. 

Finds His Companion. 

“As I fly over Treves, I just distin- 
guish on my left the outline of another 
plane. It is getting nearer and nearer. 
The sun prevents me seeing it clearly, 
although I seem to recognize the sil- 
houette of my companion’s machine. No 
doubt it is he. I can now sée his blue, 
white and red cockade and all of a 
sudden I feel very happy. One is so 
very lonely up here. Now we fly to- 
gether with only a few thousand yards 
between us. On the ground the towns 
pass quickly one after anether. Every- 
where are works with smoking chim- 
neys and trains heavily laden. 

“Far in front of me I can see the 
emall gray ribbon of the Rhine. It 
looks beautiful- from up here.

MONASTIR TAKEN, 
GIVES SERBS SEAT 
OF GOVERNMEN!I 


BERLIN, Nov. 20, by wireless to Say- 
ville.—New German formations have 
reached the Macedonian front, it Is an- 
neunced officially today. The new po- 
citions north of Monastir were taken, up 
without pressure from the allies. Serv- 
ian advances in the Moglenica region 
were repulsed. 

Monastir was evacuated Saturday 
night by German and Bulgarian troops, 
who retired to prepared positions fur- 
ther north. They thus withdrew from 
highly unfavorable positions in the 
plain, where they were exposed to artil- 
lery fire from the heights to the south 
and southeast of the town. 

Monastir is at the bottom of a bowl 
surrounded on all sides by dominating 
heights. It was therefore tactically ex- 
tremely unfavorable as soon as the en- 
emy forces gained a footing on the rim 
of the bow! as already had been done 
to the south, less than five miles from 
the town, and only a slightly greater 
distance to the southwest. 

Since the opening of the campaign .« 
the Rumanian theater which is regarded 
here at present as the decisive theater 
of the whole war front, east and west, 
it was considered a correct decision 
strategically and. tactically not to call 
upon the defenders for heavy sacrifices 
and efforts to hold the town itself. It 
is pointed out in Berlin that Monastir 
is likely to be a very uncomfortable 
place for the entente allied troops, as 
the new Bulgar-German positions com- 
mand the town in the same manner as 
it was previously commanded by the 
enemy guns. 

Politically, of course, various consider- 
ations urged that efforts be made ‘o 
retain Monastir, not only because its 
possession by the entente allies would 
give the Servian Government a local 
habitation in Servian territory and en- 
courage Gen. Sarrail, commander of the 
entente allies’ operations in the Balkans, 
to press the campaign, but also for its 
pelitieal effect in general. 

The evacuation of Monastir will in a 
way shift the operative difficulties from 
the Bulger-German army to Gen. Sar- 
yail’s shoulders. Up to the present his 
forces have had the distinct advantage 
of operating at the end of the Monastir- 
Saloniki Railway and with a fairly good 
network of roads in the rear, which 
Gen. Sarrail has devoted several months 
te improving. 

The rail head for Field Marshal von 
Mackensen's forces, on the other hand, 
ie at Veles (Koprulu) from which point 
there is.only one road to Monastir. This 
originally was a good road, but is badly 
out up by heavy automobile traffic. Et - 
forts. to help out the situation by over- 
head cable railroads, has only been part- 
ly palliative. 

The retirement of the Germans and 
Fulgarians would have the effect of 
bringing the attacking forces away from 
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ef communications. As the present with-- 


drawal has occurred in the extreme 
southwestern séetor of the front, farth-

Military opinion insists that the allies 
must now advance toward Prilep, using 
Monastir as a base and from there to 
Negot'n on the Vardar. From the latter 
town they say the Bulgarian positions 
east of the Cerna could be outflanked 
and the frontier passes opened to the 
allied forces which are now engagod 

northwest of Saloniki. 

The military commentators realise that 
Monastir is not a first-rate mil-tary po- 
sition, but they contend it will de a use- 
ful rail head. It is anticipated, however, 
that the snow will prevent the entente 
from getting much farther at present, 
while the losses the captors of the town 
are assumed to have suffered in com- 
mon with the defenders are expected to 
necessitate a period of rest.

WILLIAM A. ZUKOSKI, LONG IN

William A. Zukoski, vice president and 
one of the founders of the Levis-Zukos- 
ki Mercantile Co., a wholesale millinery

At the dinner Ein- 
stein was in his usual apparent good 
health. Earlier in the day, at the same 
club, he had been the life of members 
gathered there for social enjoyment. 

Even Einstein's closest associates di! 
not know he had heart trouble and some 
of them said today they believed that he 
himself did not suspect it. He was an 
incessant cigar smoker. 

Dinstein and his wife, about 11:40 p. m., 
were talking af the dinner party, from 
which they had just come, when he was 
stricken. A physician was called. Re- 
storatives were unavailing and Einstein 
remained unconscious until the end. 


Wife and Two Children Survive 
Surviving members of the E are 


Mrs. Einstein and their children, Major 
B., 17 years old, and Sophie Louise, 16, 
Other relatives are LEinstein’s father, 
William Einstein, his sisters, Mrs. E. L. 
Isaacs of St. Louis, and Mrs. Mortimer 
Selig, of New York and his brothers. 
Robert E. Einstein of St. Louis and 
James H. Einstein of New York. 

The funeral will be at the home at 1a 
a. m. Wednesday, with interment ia 
Mount Sinai Cemetery. 

Einstein had many activities. In ad- 
dition to his executive control of the 
Union Electric’s business, he was presi- 
dent of the St. Louis Coliseum Co., a 
member of the Executive Committee of 
the Business Men's League, president 
of the Columbian Club, treasurér of the 
Mercantile Club, member of the ec- 
utive Commi ee of the National ec- 
tric Light Association, former president 
of Temple Shaare Emeth, a director of 
the Chronic Invalids’ Home, director of 
the Young Men’s Hebrew Association 
and a member of several clubs and elec- 
trical organizations. 

A week ago Einstein offered to donate 
$1000 to the building fund of the . M. 
H. A. on condition that a like amount 
should be given by 10 other persons. 

Einstein was a graduate of the Man 
ual Training School of Washington Uni- 
versity. His first work, was as construc- 
tion engineer in building the Frisco 
Railroad from Fort Smith, Ark., to 
Paris, Tex. Later he built and man- 
aged an electric light plant in Paducah, 
Ky. From there he came to St. Louis 
County, where he managed the property 


sourl. He became connected with the 
Union Electric Light and Power Co. in 
1911. 


Introduced Many Innovations. 
Officials of the company said Einstein 


instituted many innovations and reforms 
in the company. He was the originator 
of the plan to reduce lighting rates as 
ithe number of the comp4ny’s customers 
became larger, He also advertised the 
advantages of St. Louis with large anc 
conspicunus electric signs placed where 
incoming travelers would see them. He 
organized a welfare league for ths com- 
pany’s employes and was sponsor for a 
1 ublication issued in their interests. 
Einstein was the builder, to their pres- 
ent state of efficiency, of the St. Louis 
County Gas Co., and the Electric Com- 
pany of Missouri, which supplies elec- 
tricity to St. Louis County. Before 
tnese properties were taken over by the 
North American Co., he wag their prin- 
cipal owner. While in control of Union 
Blectric, he also exercised general su- 
pervision over the county properties.

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MORE OF DILLON MURDER 


Witness Tells How Policeman 
Slain After McKenna Fol- 
lowed Auto Into Alley. 


At the ninth session of the trial of 
Ora Otis Lewis and Roy Joe Lewis for 
the murder of Motor Cycle Policeman 
John Mekenna, the crowd which tried 
to gain admission to the courtroom today 
was so great that the force of Deputy 
Sheriffs and detectives was increased. 

In the afternoon two detectives were 
stationed at the courtroom door. They 
felt the pockets of men spectators whom 
they did not know personally, as if 
searching for weapons. No one was 
permitted to enter except by permission 
of these detectives. 

Two additional detectives also were de- 
tailed to aid in preserving order in the 
courtroom. They sat near the defend- 
ants. 

Testimony as to the murder of Patrol- 
man William A. Dillon was continued on 
vhe theory that this crime was so close- 
ly associated with the killing of McKen- 
na that all facts in connection with it 
are admissible. 

Questioned by Dillion. 

Roy Norman of 4701 Alsace avenue 
testified that on the morning of April 7 
the day of the two murders, he was in a 
grocery at Carter and Athlone avenues 
when Patrolman Dillon entered and 
asked if he had seen a strange, mud- 
covered machine in the neighborhood, 

Norman was not permitted to tell what 
he said to Dillon, but he testified that 
a short time before he had seen a large 
automobile pass the store. It was cov- 
ered with mud. 

While he and Dillon were talking, he 
said, the same machine again passed 
the store and went into the alley be- 
tween Holly and Athlone avenues and 
Carter avenue and Penrose street. 

Saw Dillon Go Into Alley. 

Norman said he saw Dillon follow the 
automobile into the alley. It was after 
he had followed this car to the Lewis 
brothers’ garage in the rear of 4253 Ath- 
lone avenue that Dillon was murdered 
there. 

Earl Kahre, an ice-wagon driver, who 
Saturday identified Ora Lewis as one 
of three men whom he saw enter the 
alley in an automobile, was recalled to 
the stand for cross-examination. The 
attorney for the Lewis brothers asked 
him if he had not known Frank Lewis 
and taken automobile rides with him 
and Borrowed money from him. Kahre 
answered no to all these questions. 

George Fisher Jr., clerk at the gaso- 
line filling station at 618 Whittier street, 
where McKenna was murdered, was re- 
called by the State. He testified that 
after McKenna had arrested Ora and 
Roy Lewis in the alley near the filling 
station he saw a Hudson car drive into 
the alley from Sarah and then back out. 
This is supposed to be the car driven 
by Frank Lewis, one of the brothers 
still at large.

Attitude on Peace Conference 
and War-After-War to Be 
DEINE sn Mexico. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 20.~Now that 
political anxieties are over, President 
Wilson is prepared to take up some ‘of 
the most difficult diplomatic problems 
which he has been called upon to solve 
since the outbreak of the European war. 
Principal among them is the submarine 
situation and its new developments. 

i Aside from the U-boat problem, the 

President will be called upon to take up 
the trade restriction by the entente 
allies and to decide whether retaliatory 
legislation shall be enforced, whether 
the traditional theory of isolation shall 
be abandoned for concerted neutral ac- 
tion, and whether the country shall have 
an aggressive or passive policy toward 
the peace conference, the trade war 
after the war, and the permanent league 
to enforce peace which the President 
has accepted in theory. And, during the 
remainder of the war, shall America’s 
attitude be governed by a. decided be- 
nevolence in the interpretation of inter- 
national law, according to its own best 
interests, or shall it be strictly legalistic, 
regardless of whom it affects? 

Disquieting Problem. 

A disquieting problem is the subma- 

rine questions with Germany. Five criti-

A not less “lawless act” nas been the 
entente allied censorship of mails which 


nas been called “vexatiously inquisitor’- 


al.“ Here again is an absolute conflict 
between neutral and beijligerent rights 
Neutrals have the right of inviolability 
ot genuine correspondence, delligerents 
have the right to search ‘mails for con- 
traband. Obviously, maiis cannot he 
searched and remain inviolate at the 
same time. A reply is due from this 
Government to the British and French 
note of Oct. 15, which itself was over 
four months delayed. 

The British refusal of the American 
attitude as to the blacklist, which wus 
called an arbitrary interference with 
neutral trade, has just come and will 
require answer. The British claim it is 
merely municipal legislation to prevent 
their own subjects from dealing with 
Arme aiding the enemy, even if in neu- 
tral countries. The United States holds 
that, in effect, this is extending British 
control over into American affairs. 

The prohibition of importation of raw 


materials from the British dominions 


into this country except under guaran- 
tee that they will not reach German 
firms is another galling restriction, not 
to much use the right of embarg> 
is disputed as that In its administration 
the British embassy here decides finaily 
what firms shall and what firms shall 
not be favored. This gives a control of 
American industries and a knowledge of 
American trade secrets that is resented. 
To meet these trade restrictions is the 
retaliatory legislation passed at the elev- 
enth hour-by Congress. Intensive study 
is being given it, though no announce- 
ment of its application has been made. 
It may be applied to all cases or to only 
certain specific cases and may be in- 
voked whenever the President desires: 


Peace Conference. 
Beyond the war, the President must

That ‘makes high prices for 
farmers, huge profits for speculators and the big 
middle men, but it is a heavy burden upon the 


ployes. In spite of an unprecedented prosperity, 
they have increasing difficu culty in making both 
ends meet, and the difficulties are augmented by 
every tradesman whose Steed has throttled his 
conscience. 

Before the Ainerican people dein to talk wou 
embargoes, which are two-edged swords, they 
must first exhaust all establighed methods of ob- 
taining relief. There is city, state and national 
machinery that can deal with trade extortions 
and conspiracies if that machinery is forced into 
use by the pressure of public opinion. Every 
family has in itself certain means of. relief, ong 
o: whieh is to practice a reasonable economy. 
We are the most extravagaht and wasteful peo- 
ple in the world, and while extravagance and 
waste are not necessarily dangerous in time of 
plenty, they become a public menace in an eco- 
nomic crisis. 

We think we are out of the war, but we are in 
it, although we are not sending troops to the 
trenches. We are temporarily in much the same 
condition as the noncombatant population of the 
fighting nations, and must submit to many of the 
same hardships. Until we learn that, we shall 
net make wieh progress in dealing With food 
suppHes and food prices.

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CIVILIANS FOR ARMY COMMISSIONS. 

Ag examination for Second Lieutenants in the 
United States army will be held here Jan. 29. Every 
once in so often the army authorities discover 
that they have a lack of officers of the junior 
grade and just as often after the examinations 
are held, is it discovered that the number of men 
who have passed' is negligible and that the de- 
ficiency is about where it was before. 

In a word, it has been found, except in rare 
instances, that no one but a West Point man is 
able to pass an examination prescribed by the 
West Point authorities. Many bright, college- 
trained young men, who have desired to go into 
the army after leaving college, have.found it al- 
most futile to go up against’ these tests. They 
do not urge that the standards should be lowéred, 
but are practical standards maintained by exam- 
inations of 4 highly technical nature? If there 
is’a desire on the part of Uncle Sam to interest 
a high grade of men in the army as a professional 
career there chould be some sensible, practical 
way of accomplishing it, for there is a real de- 
sire on the part of many first-class young men to 
become soldiers.
